True, 
there is plenty of water in that stream 
to run much machinery, but how 
much expense will i¥ take to utilize 
it? How much money will be needed 
to make the walls at Reno fit for the 
safe keeping of 120 criminals? Leav- 
_ ing out all question of local pride, we 
desire our Reno friends to give us 
something tangible.—Carson Tribune.

A Reminiscence of the War--A 
Boy Witnesses the Murder of 
His Father by a Mob, and 
Avenges His Death Fifteen 
Years Afterward. 

; LitTLE Rock, Dee. 13. 
The following has come to light: 

At the beginning of the rebellioa 

Abraham Hall lived in one Of the 

thinly settled border -counties. He 

was 70 years old and wealthy, owning 

a large tract of land and great herds 

of cattle and a very large, but not 

costly residence, and had a family 
of one boy aged 10 and four girls 8 to 

16 years old. The man claimed to be 

a neutral, and while bis neighbors 

were buckling on their armor Hall 

remained at home. The South called 
for every man capable of bearing arms. 

Texas was scoured and Hall called 

on to volunteer, but declined. One 

night a party of 12 persons rode up to 
the house and repeated the demand 
for volunteers. The old man said he 
preferred death. He was taken from 
the house to a little ravine 200 yards 
away; & rope was put around his neck 
the end thrown over a tree, and Hall 
once more asked to reconsider, but he 
declined, whereupon he was drawn up 
and let down until he was senseless. 
Reviving, he again refused, and was 
again drawn up. This horrible 
scene was continued until the victim 
had ceased to breathe. When the 
party rode away from the house 
the son of Hall followed them 
and, hiding behind a clump of bushes, 
was a silent and horrified spectator. 
He recognized every actor in the 
cruel affair. When the men galloped 
away he ran from his hiding place and 
cut down the body, and throwing him 
self upon it registered an oath to slay 
every man who had taken part in his 
father’s death. When the war ended 
young Hale managed his father’s es- 
tate and prospered. Almost their 
nearest neighbor was Frank 

Parker, who led the band who 

hung Mr. Hall in 1865. Twenty 

miles east lived John and Thomas 

Mantooth, also members of the party. 

The remainder were scattered through- 

out the State. In October, 1878, 

young Hall bade his sisters good-bye 

forever, saying that the time for re- 
venge had come, and without further 

‘explanation mounted his horse and 

rode swiftly away. An hour later he 

drew up in front of Frank Parker’s 
dwelling. Parker was in the yard. 

“TI come toask you why vou killed my 

father?” Hall sad to him. Parker 

gave a reason, adding that his con- 
science had troubled him ever since. 

Hall asked him if he was armed, and 

when the maa drew a pistol Hall did 

likewise and fired, and Parker dropped 

in the agonies of death. 


An Indian Protest Against Settling 
Up the Country. 
WasHINGTON, Dec. 12. 
A small band of Chippewa Indians 
arrived to-day from the Turtle Moun- 
tain country, northern Dakota. They 
came without the sanction of the In- 
dian office to protest against the open- 
ing for settlement of a large area of 
country to the north and west of Dev-. 
il’s Lake, ascontemplated by therecent 
order of Secretary Teller. ‘The Secre 
tary holds that these Indians have no 
title whatever to the country. He 
finds that in all published accounts of 
the northwest territory, even in the 
writings of Jesuit missiosaries two or 
three hundred years ago, the country 
is referred to as belonging tv the 
Sioux. The visitors had an interview 
with the Commissioner of Indian Af. 
fairs to-day. Bishop Whipp‘e is un- 
derstood to favor the claims of the In- 
dians, '

CRANBERRY CULTURE. 


' One of the Most Profitable Crops 
that Can be Raised. 


It is possible that in some places on 
the meadows, where the sloughs can 
be backed up and made to overflow, 
there are pieces of ground that can be 
made very valuable. The following 
requirements of soil and location are 
necessary to raise canberries with suc- 
cess: First, the soil should be of pure

peat from 6 to 12 feet 1n thickness, 
peat being nothing but decayed vege- 
table matter, of a porous, spongy na- 
ture, frequently springing under ones 
footsteps and shaking for rods around, 
on which grows a coarse bladed grass. 
Second, it should be so located that it 
could be flooded during the winter, 
with water a foot or two in depth, and 
have drainage facilities so as to be dry 
from the 15 of May until the 15th of 
September, during which time the 
water should nét Come with a fvot of 
the land surface. If a water supply 
can be controlled so that the land 
can be covered with a few inches of 
water, at times, it is much better, as 
this would form a protection from 
frosts at certain seasons of the year. 
The locality should not be subject to 
any héavy frosts between the ist 
there are frosts during this period it is 
necessary to cover the vines with a 
very few inches of water to protect 
the fruit. If there are any locations 
in the valley where these conditions 
are present, it would be well to see the 
experiment tried and if1t should prove 
a success, it will make an important 
and productive interest, as this fruit 
always brings a large price with cor- 
respondingly large profits, and at the 
same time would utilize land now uno- 
productive and worthless, °
